Mirrors Progress of Torrance Community
Growth of the Torrance 

community is mirrored in 
the growth of its Parents 
and Teachers organization, 
now totaling a membership 
of 22,348. Torrance Council 
of PTA was organized Dec. 
9. 1947 as part of the first 
district. By January 1948, 
there were 2,000 members 
representing four element­ 
ary schools, Perry, Fern, 
Walteria, Torrance and Tor­ 
rance High school.

Today the Torrance Coun­ 
cil is a member of the 33rd 
district, organized in 1954, 
and of the over 22,000 mem­ 
bers, 940 teachers are en­ 
rolled in this organization.

A channel of communica­ 
tions for individual PTA 
units, Council meetings are 
held at Torrance Recreation 
Center the first Wednesday 
of each month with council 
officers, chairmen and unit 
presidents attending. Three 
open council meetings a 
year «re held, October, Feb- 
urary and May, which are 
attended by the entire PTA 
membership.
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Mrs. W. W. Bowen served 
as first president of the

PTA Council. There have 
been 13 succeeding presi­ 
dents with Mrs. Perry Baker 
leading the organization for 
the 1966-67 year.

The program of the PTA 
Council includes, health and 
welfare; scholarships; pub­ 
lic welfare, home service, 
and other services aiding 
teachers and students.

Stressing health and wel­ 
fare, the Torrance PTA pro­ 
vides hot lunches and milk 
for children; works with the 
school doctor and nurse 
with examinations and in­ 
jections; has donated 155 
cakes to Juvenile Hall and 
17 to a hospital; collects 
items for baskets for the 
needy during the holidays; 
sends gifts to Boys Camps, 
sponsors Scout and Brownie 
troops.
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One of the biggest proj­ 
ects of the PTA Council is 
Its assistance to the Dental 
Health Assn. During the 
month of February, volun­ 
teers assist dentists and 
school nurses with a dental 
survey from first and sixth 
grades in public schools.

A Scholarship Fund was 
established in 1957 and two

$200 scholarships were giv­ 
en to worthy students. This 
year the PTA Council award­ 
ed four $500 scholarships, 
one to each high school. All 
PTA units contribute to this 
fund.

In the public welfare 
phase of its program the 
PTA conducts bike rodeos 
and licensing in cooperation 
with the Torrance Police 
Dept. During the past year 
$6,000 children participated 
with 20 PTA units sponsor­ 
ing. A Safety Poster contest 
is also held and PTA awards 
four trophies to winners. 
The PTA is also sponsoring 
the outlining of the safest 
routes to school for each 
Torrance child.

In the Home Service de­ 
partment, PTA volunteers 
maintain school libraries 
and have presented books 
to the North Torrance Li­ 
brary. The Parent Educa­ 
tion Council has also spon­ 
sored a Parent Education 
Lecture Series with more 
than 300 parents registering 
for the series.
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The PTA also sponsors 
high school and elementary 
graduation parties and sup­

ports the student council 
and chorus.

Units and council mem­ 
bers attend monthly meet­ 
ing of the Educational Coun- 
cil of Torrance with Dr. .I 
H. Hull, superintendent of 
schools, and members of the 
Board of Education. Each 
month a different school 
stages the program.

Many units have a Teach, 
ers Aid Group, working on 
posters, classroom displays, 
and other services assisting 
the school staff wherever 
needed.

Council will hold its third 
annual Holiday Workshop 
at Torrance Recreation Cen­ 
ter in November with all 
PTA units participating

Each year Parliamentary 
Procedure and Parent- 
Teacher Information cours­ 
es are held by Council and 
certificates are awarded 
PTA members on comple­ 
tion of the course.

A new itep in the pheno­ 
menal growth of the PTA 
during the past 19 years 
will be registered again in 
October, when Council and 
all PTA units stage their an­ 
nual Membership Drive slat­ 
ed for Oct 3 through 7.
